August, 1905, which gav e similar sta­ 
tistics for cities hav ing a population 
of ov er 25.000. The two bulletins to­ 
gether constitute ihe decennial report 
of' the census bureau on statistics of 
cities. 
Like the earlier publication, 
this 
bulletin contains comparativ ely few 
statistics , elating to the population 
liv ing in the cities. The greater part 
of the data Included relates to munic­ 
ipal finance, 
comprising 
tabulated 
statements of the receipts, payments, 
public debt, and funds of each city. 
By reference to these tables one may 


one-sev enth -t>f the total expeditures 
of the 175 cities of ov er 25,000 inhab­ 
itants, and a trifle less than one-tenth

It fits easily into 
the smallest 22 caliber cartridge, bal­ 
ance wheel and all. 
It weighs just 
four grains complete, that is about 
the weight of a common match. 
It 
takes 120 such engines to weigh one 
ounce and 1,920 to weigh one pound— 
3,840,000 engines equal one ton. 
The engine bed and stand are of 
gold. 
The shaft runs in hardened 
and ground steel bearings inserted 
in the gold bed. 
These bearings are 
counter bored from the inside to form 
a self-oiling bearing. 
The fly-whee 
has a steel center and arms, with a 
gold rim; and this part (the com­ 
plete wheel) weighs one grain 
The cylinder is of steel with oc­ 
tagonal base, highly polished. 
The 
stroke is 1-32 of an inch; bore, 3-100 
of an inch; seventeen pieces are used 
in the construction of this engine. 
The feed is through the gold base, 
which is hollow'. 
The speed of this 
engine is 6,000 revolutions per min­ 
ute. When running 100 per second no 
motion is visible to the eye, but it 
makes a note like the noise of & mos­ 
quito—caused by the vibrating piston 
rod. 
The horse power is 1-498,000 of one 
H. P. 
Compressed air is used to run 
these engines and it may be of in­ 
terest to note that the amount re­ 
quired to make the large engine hum 
can easily be borne on the eyeball 
without winking.

The board that had been ap­ 
pointed to repair the streets was con­ 
sidered to have an Auge a n ta sk a nd 
was the butt of many facetious re­ 
marks. Now the broad thoroughfares 
are fast being converted into hand­ 
some avenues. 
The central portion, 
a strip of about seven yards wide, Is 
being w'cll macadamized with the aid 
of steam rollers. 
There Is flanked on 
each side by shallow drains of brick- 
work, a row of trees, an unpaved strip 
of five yards in good repair, then a 
curbed sidewalk of 
varying 
width, 
cheaply cemented with pounded lime 
and earth. The building line has been 
straightened, necessitating 
the 
re­ 
building of many shops the rehabili­ 
tation of which is in keeping with the 
rest. 
Long-forgotten 
sewers 
have 
been reopened, and places of con­ 
veniences erected, the use of which 
is made 
compulsory. 
Innumerable 
unsightly sheds w'hich 
have 
occu­ 
pied half the roadway are being re­ 
moved, forever, it is hoped, and the 
squatters have sought other fields in 
which to ply their trades. The new* 
roadways are guarded by uniformed 
police in their sentry boxes and kept 
in order by numerous laborers. Fine 
telephone poles, strung with 
count­ 
less copper wires, replace the topsy­ 
turvy line of the last few years. The 
telephone is no longer a curiosity, but 
is fast becoming a necessity to pro­ 
gressive business men.
